innd. Suppose an accident should hap- 
pen to the right hand, a penman would 
then be entirely helpless if he could not 
use the left. 
I do not know whether 


•here are very many dexterous left- ; 
landed writers in this city or not, but I 
presume there are some. 
I have been 


sold of a telegraph operator who can 
send a message with his right hand and 
take a copy of the same with his left. 
When I was at New York I visited Mr. 
H. A. Spencer, son of the founder of the 
Spencerian system of penmanship.

is a proficient ambidexteiist, and as I 
found him writing with his left hand we 
had some conversation regarding it. He 
told me that the number of pupils he 
had taught to use the pen successfully 
•with both hands amounted to several 
thousands and were scattered all over 
the United States.

the thirteen-year-old son of Mr. 


Carl Sohurz, which was done in beauti- 
lul script. 
Mr. S. said he considered 


him the best left hand writer for his 
age in the country. President Garfield 
could use both hands, and had prac- 
ticed it from bis boyhood. Thornis 
Jefferson lost the use of his right arm 
by a paralytic stroke. 
With constant 


practice he beoume very proficient in 
the use of the left and all the writing in 
the latter part of his life was done with 
that hand. 


"No there are no regular rules for the 


study. I have the pupil write his name 
in pencil and then go over it with the 
pen, holding it in his left hand. 
After 


doing that for some time I neit have 
him write his signature without the aid 
ofj the penciled copy.

The official reports from France would 


indicate a decrease in cholera cases and 
in the mortality therefrom, 
but the 


statements from popular sources, like 
press and other unofficial channels of 
intelligence, convey a very different itn- 
presaion. The truthfulness of the pop- 
alar reports is confirmed by a spreading 
panic among those who have to face the 
scourge, and who witness with their own 
eyes that the authorities, in their places 
of security, try to conceal. 
la certain 


conditions a suppression of the facts 
might be judicious and justifiable, es- 
pecially at the first stagos, when that 
feeling of terror that stimulate 3 the pro- 
gress of a scourge can be averted, but 
that time appears to be past. The only 
way to check panic now is to instruct 
people in regard to the danger and 
teach them how to avoid it. When peo- 
ple like those of Toulon and Marsnilles 
see their neighbors and friends dying 
on every hand lice flies, it is foolish 
and wicked to belittle the danger. 


The news of the first appearance of 


the disease in Southern France is now 
over a month old, and its limitations to 
• narrow arua is in striding contrast 
with its rapid spread over the ccahnei!' 
in former viaitatioas. For sometime if 
did not reach beyond MurseiHen and 
Toulon, and the results proved only too 
certainly the deadly character of the 
Yisitaut. When at lust it appeared in 
other French comiuuuities uud crossed 
the German froutier, panic undoubtedly 
magnified the danger. L-'is hiirm would 
have been wrought ii the 
eminent 


specialist. Or. Kooh, had avoided reftn-- 
ence to the scourge as of the Asuitio 
type, for it is now -evident that it htu 
not been more harmful than sovernl 
visitations to our oountiy, notably that 
of 1871! in the Mississippi Vulley. 
In 


many of our cities cholera is looked 
upon as an ordinary Summer complaint, 
though our physicians are too -wise to 
ipply the term "Asiatic" to it. In 
many of the cities and towns of Europe, 
not exempting Great Britain and Ire- 
land, oliolsra outbreaks are not of iu- 
f requent occurrence, and the people are 
no longer frightened by them when 
taken at a correct estimate of their 
character, but a far different effect is 
produced when it is described as the 
real foreign epidemic. 
Then people die 


from fright, with just enough of the 
disease present in the system to weaken 
it and produce the feeling of terror or 
despair. 


It is probable that there not any im- 


portant difference between American 
cholera and Asiatic, and that the closer 
limitation of area in the present instance, 
as well as the increasing ease with 
which it is mastered in all others, in due 
to a better knowledge of the pathology 
of the oomplaiot and advancedsoientitto 
appliances for treating or preventing it. 
Certainly thb medical and municipal 
authorities in the great cities have not 
shown much of the alarm which was< 
manifested in former years, when it came 
upon them as an unknown and irresist- 
ible foe. Cities as near to Franco ag 
London and Liverpool are not disturbed 
by its approach, though the channel, 
with its viist commercial and 
shipping 


intercourse-is more likely to prove a 
means of communication than a barrier. 
In our own country the Jong warning 
that has been given has enabled the 
authorities to adopt effective quarantine 
regulations. All that is necessary fur- 
ther ia for the people to refuse to ba 
panic stricken upon the outbreak of 
what may seem to be a cholera visita- 
tion. For however violent or fatal it 
may be, tht> disease is sure to prove the 
flame cholera with which cur physicians 
liavelong rtiuce learned to deal as effec- 
tually as with measles or mnmpu, find 
the patient cun do nothing more sensi- 
ble or prudent than to place himself in 
the cure of his family doctor with abso- 
lute confidence that he will be restored 
to health.

Hsu-tl in a Squabble Among; tlio 


The trial of District Judge W. M. 


Boardr,*an and Louis Boardman, his sou, 
charge 1 with assault and battery on 
Allie Kinkead, son of James H. Kin- 
kead, business manager of tho Gazette, 
attracted quite n numerous attendance 
in Justice Young's 
Coxvrt 
yesterday 


morniug. Tlic case was tried before a 
jury. 
Tho prosecution was conducted 


by District Attorney Alexander und the 
defense by Judge Mai shall, Tlioinas 
Hayclou and Judge Boardiuau in person. 


Willie MeClymouds, the first witness 


for tho prosecution, testified that lie was 
near tho Lake House, Wednesday, with 
Louis Bonrdmuii aud Allie Kinhend, at 
the ditch. They were sitting oc the 
woodpile and Louis Boardman pitched 
wood on them. Then Louis called his 
father, who look niu across the ditch 
and told n.e to go home. 
Judge Board- 


man then went after Allie and knocked 
him down; then Allie grubbed Mr. 
Boardman's watch chain and broke it, 
tiud Louis threw stones at Allie and hit 
him in the back. 


Oil cross-examination he said that 


Loxxis was working on his own boom 
and worked there 
nearly every day 


catching drift-wood. Louis and George 
Irwiu were throwing out wood and after 
a time began to throw it on them. Louis 
asked ixs to get off of the woodpile bxrt 
we did not. 
Louis then called to his 


father to make us get out of the way. 
We hadn't time to get out of the way be- 
fore Judge Boardman took me by the 
arm and told me to leave, aud afterwards 
led Alliu across the ditch. Baw Allie 
strike at the Judge and the Judge struck 
at Allie. 


Allie Kinkead corroborated the evi- 


dence of tho previous witness, and testi- 
fied further that thi- Judge took him by 
the collar and pushed him down twice. 
The Judge told him to go away because 
that was, Louis' place. Witness wouldn't 
go aud had a struggle with the Judge, 
during which he broke the Judge's 
watch chain, and Louis threw stones at 
witness. 
He testified that the first time 


he was asked to do so he moved, but not 
afterwards, as he thought he had a& 
much right there as any one. 
Witness 


picked up a rock to throw at the Judge, 
and the Judge picked up a stick and 
said if witness threw the rock he would 
hit Allie with the stick. The rock was 
not thrown arid the Judge did not strike 
him with the stick. 
He threw one rook 


at the Judge. While the Judge was 
looking for his watch chain Louis threw 
a rock at witness, witness chasing him 
when Louis ran behind his father, and 
the Judge caught witness and struck 
him. 
Witness called the Judge a dirty: 


coward. 


Mr. McClymonds, of the Lake House, 


said Judge Boardman pushed the boy 
down and struck him, and said some 
stoues were thrown from across the 
ditch. 


Mr. Longley saw the fracas from a 


distance. He corroborated the testimony 
of the previous witness. 
Saw Louis hit 


Allie in the back with a stone. 
Could 


not see whether or not the Judge struck 
>Ulie. Allie struck nt the Judge when 
the latter stopped him from attacking 
Louis. 


Charlie Jones corroborated the previ- 


ous testimony. He thought the Judge 
slapped Allie in the first struggle. 


Mr. Fish gave substantially the same 


testimony, 


Charlie Pollard saw the Judge catch 


Allie by the coat collar and pull him 
nroundfoncl saw young Boardman strike 
Allie with a rock. 
Allie struck nt the 


Judge and grabbed his watch chain after 
the Judge grabbed him. 


For the defense George Irwin, who 


was helping Louis to take wood out of 
the boom, testified that Louis had had 
the boom about a month, and witness 
was hired to help him. He testified that 
Allie and his companion refused to move 
from the woodpile when Louis called his 
father, who came down and, after a bit, 
:ook Allie by the shoxilders aud marched 
him across the ditch. 
Allie still sat on 


the woodpile. The Judge then took 
Allie by tho "uap of the neck and seat 
of his breeches," and pxished him away. 
Allie "ailed the Judge a d — d bastard 
and used other bad language. 
The bal- 


ince of h:s story did not differ from 
other statements. 
Saw Louis hit Allie 


vith n rock, 


Willie Hewlett substantially corrobor- 


ated Irwin's testimony. 


Louis Boardman testified that Allie 


and the McClymonds boy sat on the 
voodpile in hie waj% and wouldn't move 
until the Judge made him. 
The rest of 


his story shed no new light on the sub- 
ect. 
He acknowledged hitting Allie 


with ft rock, and said Allie hit the Judge 
n the face^and grabbed his watch chain. 
Allie had talked mean to him, and he 
afterwards threw three rocks at Allie. 


Judge "Boardman testified _in accord- 


ance with the previous testimony. His 
boy, last year and this, had been accus- 
;omed to get- drift-wood, and this year 


ad got quite a pile ol wood. The lest 


of the story is substantially told above. 
He testified that he Rsst remonstrated 
with Allie and McGlymonds, and that in 
ejecting them lie used no unnecessary 
force; that Allie vised abuHive epithets to 
him, tried to strike him and broke his 
watch chain. 
He did not'strike the boy 


at all. 


This closed tho testimony, and at one 


o'clock the Court took a recess for an 
hour, during which time the jury visited 
the premises in charge of Constable 
Nash. 


The case wns argued by District At- 


torney Alexander for 
I he people, and 


Judge Haydoii for t\v> tle'ume and sub- 
mitted to the jury, •tthifh rendered a 
verdict of acquittal" in fovor of Ipth de- 
fendants.

States. The National Government is 
supreme within the sphere of its na- 
tional duty, but the States have reserved 
rights which should be faithfully main- 
tained. 


We have always recommended the 


best money known to the civilized world, 
nnd we urge that efforts should be made 
to unite alt the commercia* nations in 
the establishment of an international 
standard, which shall fix for all the rela- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 


The regulations of commeice with 


foreign nations and between the States 
is one of the most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, ami 
the Republican party distinctly an- 
nonnues its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully anil efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate oommeice. 


The principle ot the public regulation 


of railroad corporations is a wise and 
salutary one for the protection of all 
classes of tha people, nnd we favor leg- 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and fixcessivB charges for 
transportation, and that ttbull secure to 
the people and the railways nlike the 
fair and equal protection of the laws.

We denounce the fraud and violence
